79 Default Shows 2011 Possibility 


Decades ago, country 
learned what happens 
when bills go unpaid 


Washington 

The Sunday airwaves brimmed once 
again with talk of what would — or 
would not — happen if lawmakers fail 
to meet the Aug. 2 deadline to raise the 
nation’s legal limit on borrowing. 

Treasury Secretary Timothy F. 
Geithner said on CBS’s “Face the 
Nation” that inaction “would be cata- 
strophic for the economy” and added 
that “no responsible leader would say 
the United States of America, for the 
first time in its history, should not pay 
its bills, meet its obligations.” 

Across the dial on Fox News Sun- 
day, Sen. Jim DeMint, R-S.C., accused 
Geithner of “playing Chicken Little” 
and called his dire warnings irre- 
sponsible. 

Indeed, the United States might 
never have been forced to find out 
what would happen if it stopped 
sending Social Security checks to 
seniors or withheld paychecks for 
soldiers, but the country did briefly 
fail to pay some of its bills on time 
three decades ago. And even that 
short-lived incident offers a glimpse 
at some of the problems and costs 
that might arise if the stalemate on 
Capitol Hill continues. 

“You hear lot of people say, ‘The

Obama: We *Need’ Debt Decision in 10 Days 

President Obama says he and Congress “need to” agree on a budget deal 
in 10 days in order to meet an Aug. 2 deadline to increase the nation’s 
debt ceiling and avoid a government default. Obama spoke as he and the 
eight top House and Senate leaders assembled at the White House for a 
rare Sunday session to negotiate the terms of a deficit reduction pack- 
age. The meeting came a day after House Speaker John Boehner aban- 
doned efforts to bargain for a $4 trillion, 10-year debt trimming agree- 
ment. Boehner said a smaller deal that would reduce the deficit by about 
$2.4 trillion over the next decade was more realistic, (ap) 


government never defaulted.’ The 
truth is, yeah, they did,” said Terry 
Zivney, a finance professor at Ball 
State University who co-authored a 
paper called, “The Day the United 
States Defaulted on Treasury Bills.” 

It happened in the spring of 1979. 
Congress once again had been play- 
ing a game of chicken with the debt 
limit, raising it to $830 billion only 
after Treasury Secretary W. Michael 
Blumenthal warned that the country 
was hours away from the first default 
in its history. 

That last-minute approval, com- 
bined with a flood of investor demand 
for Treasury bills and a series of tech- 
nical glitches in processing the back- 
log of paperwork, resulted in thou- 
sands of late payments to holders of 
Treasury bills that were maturing that 
April and May. All things considered, 
the incident amounted to a minor blip. 
Treasury officials both then and now 
argued that the event was not even 
a default, but merely a delay caused 
by the internal logjam. 

And yet, the study by Zivney and 
his partner, Dick Marcus, found that 
even that brief failure to meet some 
obligations had expensive conse- 
quences: “The impact is smaller at 
first because only new debt is affect- 
ed,” they wrote. “But over time, as 
the older debt matures and becomes 
refinanced at higher rates, the entire 
cost of the default is realized.”

Some of the 200 journalists laid off from 
News of the World appeared to sneak into 
Sunday’s final edition their own message to 
Rebekah Brooks, who kept her job at News In- 
ternational. Brooks led the paper at the time 
of the alleged phone hackings that spurred 
its downfall. Clues in a crossword puzzle included “Brook," "stink," "catastro- 
phe" and “criminal enterprise." A second crossword contained the hints “string 
of recordings" and what many interpreted to be a direct jab at Brooks: “Woman 
stares wildly at calamity." The answer to that clue? “Disaster." (ap) 



As Murdoch arrives, 
paper issues apology 
for hacking phones 

London 

Rupert Murdoch touched down in 
London on Sunday to take charge 
of his media empire’s phone-hack- 
ing crisis as his best-selling Sunday 
tabloid, the News of the World, pub- 
lished its last. The scandal lives on 
despite his sacrifice of the 168-year- 
old paper at the heart of it. 

The scrapping of the News of 
the World has not tempered Brit- 
ish anger over improprieties by 
journalists working for Murdoch, 
and his $19 billion deal to take 
full control of satellite broadcaster 


British Sky Broadcasting remains 
in jeopardy. 

The News Corp. CEO was seen 
reading the paper’s last issue as he 
was driven to the London offices of 
his U.K. newspaper division. News 
International. Later, he met with 
News International’s chief exec- 
utive, Rebekah Brooks, who led 
News of the World when its report- 
ers committed some of the most 
egregious ethical lapses. 

Murdoch, 80, has publicly 
backed Brooks, who insists she had 
no knowledge of wrongdoing. 

The drama gripping media 
watchers in Britain and beyond 
has expanded at breakneck pace 
following allegations News of the 
World journalists paid police for 
information and hacked into the 


voicemails of young murder victims 
and the grieving families of dead 
soldiers. Three people have been 
arrested, including Prime Minis- 
ter David Cameron’s former com- 
munications chief, Andy Coulson, 
a former editor at the paper. 


In its last edition Sunday, the 
paper issued a full-page apology. 
“Quite simply, we lost our way,” 
the editorial read. 

The paper’s demise does not end 
the questions surrounding Mur- 
doch’s media conglomerate, which 


has been hugely influential in Brit- 
ish politics for years. Chief among 
them: What did Murdoch, Brooks 
and other executives know about 
the actions of News of the World 
journalists? 

The Guardian newspaper 
reported Sunday that emails and 
memos from 2007 recently turned 
over to police indicate News Inter- 
national was aware that phone 
hacking was more widespread than 
publicly acknowledged. 

Closing the News of the World 
was seen by some as a desperate 
attempt to stem fallout from the 
hacking scandal and save Mur- 
doch’s bid for BSkyB. The Brit- 
ish government has signaled that 
deal will be delayed because of the 
hacking crisis, (ap)

U.S. Urges 
Yemen’s Saleh 
To Step Down 


San'a, Yemen 

Yemeni President Ali Abdullah 
Saleh must “expeditiously” sign 
a deal that would have him trans- 
fer power to his vice president and 
step down, the White House coun- 
terterrorism chief told Saleh in a 
meeting at a Saudi Arabian hospital 
where the Yemeni leader is being 
treated for injuries sustained in a 
June 3 attack. 

It was the strongest and most 
public sign yet of U.S. pressure on 
Saleh, whose 33-year rule is being 
challenged by a five-month popu- 
lar uprising. Saleh has promised 
several times to sign the deal, then 
balked at the last minute. 

White House envoy John Bren- 
nan also told Saleh that “assistance 
will flow to Yemen” when the deal 
is signed and implemented, (ap)

U.S. Halts $800M in Military Aid to Pakistan 


Washington 

The Obama administration’s deci- 
sion to suspend $800 million in 
aid to Pakistan’s military signals 
a tougher U.S. line with a critical 
but sometimes unreliable partner 
in the fight against terrorism. 

President Obama’s chief of staff, 
William Daley, said in a broadcast 
interview Sunday on ABC that the 
strained relationship between the 
U.S. and Pakistan must be made “to 
work over time,” but until it does, 
“we’ll hold back some of the money 
that the American taxpayers are 
committed to give” to the country’s 
powerful military forces. 

Daley suggested the decision

The U.S. has long been unhappy with Pakistan’s evident lack of enthusi- 
asm for carrying the fight against terrorists to its tribal areas, as well as its 
covert support for the Taliban and anti-Indian extremist groups.

“We have 
not been dependent on any external 
support for these operations, and 
they will continue,” he said. 

George Perkovich, an expert on 
Pakistan with the Carnegie Endow- 
ment for International Peace in 
Washington, said that if billions in 
U.S. aid didn’t change the behav- 
ior of the Pakistan military, then 
withholding it probably wouldn’t 
either, (ap)

Metro’s New Name Game 



Schools, hospitals ask 
system to be included 
in signage for visibility 

Washington 

As Metro prepares for the Dulles 
line, it has hired the designer of the 
original rail system map to inte- 
grate changes. Officials also hope 
to shorten some cumbersome sta- 
tion names, and they must approve 
names for the new line. 

At a board meeting last week, 
Metro officials shared findings 
from the focus groups about sta- 
tion names. 

In a 15-page presentation, some 
people said they found the new 
names confusing, but they support- 
ed having icons — an idea proposed 
by map designer Lance Wyman — 
as an aid for tourists. 

The focus groups found that 
shorter names, such as Rosslyn, 
Bethesda and Pentagon, were more 
effective than longer ones, such as 
U Street/African-Amer Civil War 
Memorial/Cardozo. 

Among the proposed names 
for new stations that caused con- 
fusion was Herndon-Dulles East, 
for a station near the intersection 
of the Dulles Toll Road and Route 
28. Some people thought it was 
referring to Dulles Airport. 

Some of the proposed names 
that have surfaced are familiar, 
while others are not. 

Lynne Baker, a spokeswom- 
an for the Chicago School of Pro- 
fessional Psychology, which has a 
campus near McPherson Square, 
said in an email that the school

asked Metro about placing its 
name on signs after “noticing that 
other local colleges and satellite 
locations have their names on the 
Metro stops.” 

Georgetown University would 
also like the increased visibility 
that having its name on a Metro 
stop would bring, said spokeswom- 
an Rachel Pugh. It would help stu- 
dents “find our campuses more 
easily,” she said. 

Arena Stage, which has a dra- 
matic new theater complex in 


Southwest Washington, has also 
sought to announce its presence 
on a Metro stop. Desiree Urquhart, 
director of government and com- 
munity relations for Arena Stage, 
said it “just makes sense” to have 
the name on Metro signs. 

“We’re the big dog on the cor- 
ner of Southwest,” she said. 

Similarly, Holy Cross Hospital 
spokeswoman Yolanda Gaskins 
wrote in an email that having the 
facility’s name on a Metro stop 
would “make it clear to patients, 
visitors and employees that tak- 
ing Metro to our hospital is a via- 
ble and desirable option.” 

No decisions have been made to 
change station names to anything 
specific, Metro officials stressed.

Illegal Dulles Drivers Scrutinized 


MWAA cracks down 
on hustlers who dupe 
unsuspeeting tourists 

Chantilly, Va. 

Once a week or so, a limo driv- 
er named Ahmed Nizam shows 
up near baggage claim carousel 
No. 15 at Dulles International Air- 
port, the spot where the weary over- 
seas travelers pour out. Dressed in 
a tie, white shirt and dark slacks, 
Nizam carries a sign showing 
someone’s last name. It’s a ploy. 

As passengers wheel their suit- 
cases toward the taxi lines, Nizam 
makes his play. He asks them if 


they want a ride, an enticement 
that violates Dulles’s rules and 
Virginia law. 

On one front, the so-called 
“hustlers”: limo drivers who pre- 
tend to be picking up passengers 
who supposedly had made reser- 
vations but are discreetly solicit- 
ing fares from fliers on the spot, 
without authorization. 

On the other front, the under- 
covers: a squad of Metropolitan 
Washington Airports Authori- 
ty police who pose as passengers 
wearing three-piece suits, tot- 
ing luggage and speaking foreign 
languages. 

The police say they want to 
protect passengers from getting

ripped off or riding with limo driv- 
ers who aren’t propertly insured. 
They also aim to block illegal com- 
petition that could hurt limo driv- 
ers with prearranged reservations 
to pick up passengers (which is 
legal); and the Washington Flyer 
taxi service. 

A legit fare from Dulles to Wash- 
ington should run $60 to $65, but 
hustlers charge as much as $100, 
if not more — and sometimes ask 


unsuspecting tourists to cover their 
parking lot fees. 

Most hustlers are immigrants 
who say they’re just trying to piece 
together a decent existence. Many 
times they have a reserved pickup 
and don’t need to solicit. But they 
still skirt the law even if it means 
risking their livelihoods and fac- 
ing the opprobrium of fellow immi- 
grants who play by the book. 

Airport police catch about four 
bustiers a month, down from about 
eight in the mid-2000s, said David 
Hehr, an airports authority police 
officer. He speculates that increased 
enforcement might have scared 
limo drivers away from soliciting.

An hour after the game, Abby Wam- 
bach was still at a loss for words. 
Amazing. Riveting. Dramatic. 

Take your pick — any one of 
them will do. 

The Americans are into the 
semifinals after one of the most 
thrilling games in the history of 
the World Cup — men’s or wom- 
en’s — beating Brazil 5-3 on pen- 
alty kicks after a 2-2 tie. Wambach 
tied it with a magnificent, leaping 
header in the 122nd minute, and 
goalkeeper Hope Solo denied the 
Brazilians again. 

“I’m at a loss and I literally can- 
not believe what just happened,” 
Wambach said. 
“But we’ve got two 
games left.” 

For Brazil, it is 
yet another dis- 
appointment at a 

major tournament. 

And this one is sure to sting more 
than any other because Marta had 
it won for the Brazilians on Sun- 
day, scoring her second goal of the 
game in the second minute of over- 
time for the 2-1 lead that would 
have sent the Americans to their 
earliest exit ever. But Erika stalled 
when she went down on a tackle, 
and the delay added three minutes 
of stoppage time to the game. 

That was all the time Wambach 
and the Americans needed, after 
pushing themselves to the limit 
while playing a woman short from 
the 66th minute on. 

Two minutes into stoppage 
time, Megan Rapinoe sent a blast 
of a cross from the left side that 
Andreia didn’t come close to get- 
ting her hands on. Wambach, one 




of the best players in the world in 
the air, made contact and with one 
furious whip of her head, buried it 
in the near side of the net. 

Wambach let out a primal 
scream and slid into the corner, 
pumping her fists, and was quickly 
mobbed by teammates. It was the 
latest goal in World Cup history. 

The Americans, shooting first, 
made their three penalty kicks only 
to have Cristiane and Marta eas- 
ily match them. But then it was 
Daiane’s turn — the same Daiane

Transitions 

In the niid-2000s, Adam Sowder was liv- 
ing life at full speed. He was married to 
his high school sweetheart. He had a Rad- 
ford University degree in cultural anthro- 
pology, a new house and a sky’s-the-lim- 
it job marketing the family real estate 
firm, Sowder Bros., which was win- 
ning awards for building and sell- 
ing millions of dollars’ worth of 
homes in Virginia. 

Suddenly he yanked the 
wheel. 

“I think I always understood a call 
but wasn’t really ready for it” until Thanks- 
giving 2005, Sowder says, when he broke the 
news to his brother about wanting to be a 
pastor in the United Methodist Church. “I 
felt a pull toward something more impor- 
tant than the business world. 

“It was challenging to leave when the 
company was built on ‘Sowder Bros.’ and 
the concept of family,” Sowder says. But 
after much contemplation and with his

wife’s full support, Sowder enrolled 
in 2006 at D.C.’s Wesley Theological 
Seminary (202-885-8600; Wesleyse- 
minary.edu). 

A master of divinity is the profes- 
sional degree most mainline Protes- 
tant churches look for in clergy, says 
the seminary’s director of admis- 
sions, Chip Aldridge. Wesley’s pro- 
gram gives a grounding in the scrip- 
tures, preaching, counseling, worship 
leadership, church history and church 
administration. 

The 90 academic hours require at 
least three years, with five classes a 
week plus a weekly small group and a 
service activity (such as working in a 
soup kitchen or in an after school pro- 
gram). Students take one class at anoth- 
er area seminary (Sowder chose D.C.’s 
Dominican House of Studies); they 
also spend 10 to 14 days “immersed” 
in another culture or country. 

Students also complete an intern- 
ship in a small rural church, a large 
urban or suburban church, a college, 
a military chaplaincy or a hospital or 
nursing home, “all of which represent 
the settings our graduates might go 
into, especially in the Mid-Atlantic 
region,” Aldridge says. 

Though Wesley is named for a 
founder of the United Methodist 
Church, the seminary is far from 
exclusive. The student body repre- 
sents about 40 faiths, from Baptist 
and American Methodist Episcopal 
to United Church of Christ and Uni- 
tarian Universalist, many of whose 
members aren’t even Christian. And 
“before the past few years, we had a 
lot of mid-career changers,” Aldridge 
says, “but there’s been a steady increase 
in younger students.” 

In screening prospective students, 
theology schools look for more than 
just a solid college transcript and a 
bit of life experience. Wesley prefers 
students to come with “the support 
and approval of a faith congregation,” 
Aldridge says, as well as a strong liber- 
al arts background “because you have 
to write and speak well.” He sees “a lot 
of Capitol Hill types — that’s another 
form of public service.” 

Tuition is $15,000 a year. The sem- 
inary’s next open house will be Sept. 
27 from 9 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. on cam-

pus, which is adjacent to American 
University. 

Sowder, 31, commuted from Boyce, 
Va., 90 to 120 minutes each way. Dur- 
ing school, he had the opportunity to 
pastor a church — three, actually — in 
“licensed ministry,” doing one sermon 
at each church every Sunday. And by 
graduation in May, he had three small 
children. “I was tired,” he says. 

But it was worth it. When one 
church needed a new fellowship hall, 
Sowder got to draw on all his training 
— from anthropology in designing the 
building to meet everyone’s needs, to 
real estate in meeting with contractors 
and reading plans, to church admin- 
istration and leadership in guiding 
the community through. “God is in 
the details,” he concludes. “All those 
were not wasted years at all.” 

On July 1, the Rev. J. Adam Sowder 
began as pastor of Rectortown United 
Methodist Church, a 110 -member con- 
gregation in Fauquier County. 

“The church is hungry for highly 
qualified, passionate people and will 
find a place for them,” Aldridge says. 
Worldly rewards are small: Regional 
starting salaries are in the low to mid 
$30,000s, though some positions have 
housing allowances. 

Sowder acknowledges that he’ll be 
in debt for years. “But that’s minuscule 
compared to the opportunity I’ve been 
given,” he says, “to represent God and 
the church in people’s lives, especial- 
ly birth and death.” 

Faith — and not just the religious 
kind — played a big part in Sowder’s 
abilty to complete his career change. 
“One Holy Week, I had exams, seven 
services and a funeral,” he says with 
a laugh. “Knowing something is tem- 
porary helps ease the burden.” 

The same idea informs his advice 
to others. “Whatever you feel called 
to do,” he says, “if it’s important and 
necessary, it’s worth it. Have faith and

JOB: Playwright 

SALARY: She’s earned $200 for a 
lO-minute play and $500 to

WHAT SHE DOES: 

Lawton writes plays about 
Love. She's connpLeted 
30 — sonne of which were 
developed and produced at 
the Kennedy Center's Page to Stage 
Festival and the Source Festival 
(Sourcedc.org) — and she has two 
nnore in the works. 

Writing is only a snnaU portion of 
pLaywriting. The job also involves re- 
search —which Lawton conducts on- 
line and by watching filnns, plays and 
people — and getting the play pro- 
duced. If you don't have an agent who 
handles nnarketing (Lawton doesn't), 
you can self-produce your shows by 
finding a venue and annassing a pro- 
duction teann and cast, Lawton says. 
One way to get a site is to pay to join 
an event such as the Capital Fringe 
Festival (Capfringe.org). The other is 
by invitation fronn a theater seeking 
proposals for plays to show. 

Either way, the grunt work is on 
the playwright. “You're doing every- 
thing — you're doing nnarketing, you're 
doing box office, you're raising the 
money,’’ Lawton says. 

For “Deep Belly Beautiful," which 
she self-produced in 2009 at Flash- 
point (FLashpointdc.org), she recruited 
three friends to design the set and 
costumes. She also Leased rehearsal 
space and created playbills. 

“What's hard about being an art- 
ist is you're truly at the mercy of who 
Likes your work," Lawton says. 
WOULD YOU WANT THIS JOB? 

To do this job, it helps to have a “dual 
personality," Lawton says, “of being 
able to work singularly with a vision 
... but then also to collaborate with 


a director who is going to mold and 
shape actors and tell your story, 
and with designers who are going to 
bring out the set. Lights, sound and 
costumes." 

It’s a Lot of work for Little pay. 
“There's not a Lot of money in the 
work that anyone does in theater, un- 
less you're on Broadway," she says. 

Lawton supplements her writing 
income by working as artistic associ- 
ate and resident dramaturge at the 
African Continuum Theatre Company 
(Africancontinuumtheatre.com) and 
as a teacher at the University of the 
District of Columbia and Montgomery 
College. She also is director of new 
play development at Active Cultures 
Theatre (ActivecuLtures.org) in Uni- 
versity Park. 

HOW SHE GOT THE JOB: At the 

University of Texas at Austin, Lawton 
earned a master's in pLaywriting in 
2003 and two bachelor's degrees in 
1999, one in radio, television and film 


and another in theater and dance. 

In 2004, she moved to Baltimore 
to work at Center Stage (Centerstage. 
org) as the education associate. The 
next year she joined the Woolly Mam- 
moth Theatre Co. (WooUymammoth. 
net) as a dramaturgy intern. She's 
also had stints at the Shakespeare 
Theater Company (Shakespearethe- 
atre.org) and Arena Stage (arenast- 
age.org). 

HOW YOU CAN GET THE JOB: 

Getting a degree in pLaywriting pro- 
vides a structured place to Learn and 
practice and a network of contacts, 
but it’s not necessary. 

For those who choose to pursue 
a degree. Local universities such as 
Catholic, GaUaudet, George Washing- 
ton, Georgetown and Howard offer 
programs. To get into pLaywriting

What is an accidental creative? 

Managers, consultants and strate- 


gists are faced with problems that 
they have to solve on demand, but 
they don’t necessarily have formal 
training on howto be creative. I con- 
sider them accidental creatives. 

The other definition is that cre- 
ativity tends to be something that 
we think of as mystical and elusive. 
But you can instill processes into 
your life that lead to those creative 
accidents more consistently. 

You say in the book that structure 


and creativity are two sides of the 
same coin, which some people 
might find surprising. 

If you look at some of the greatest 
artists throughout history, they had 
intense work ethics and set times 
when they would sit down and do 
their work. I believe we need to 
do the same thing if we want to 
experience that kind of “acciden- 
tal” creativity. 

Why are relationships some of the 


most valuable creative resources? 

We’re hyperconnected to everybody 
in our networks today but we do so 
from a distance. What face-to-face, 
real relationships do is cause us to 
come out of that zone and confront 
people who have different opinions 
and perspectives who can point out 
our blind spots. 

You talk about certain “assassins 
of creativity." What are they? 

They’re dissonance, fear and expec- 
tation escalation. Dissonance is 
when there’s a break between the 
why and the what at an organiza-

tion, why it says it’s doing some- 
thing versus what it actually does 
day to day. Fear can be rooted in 
one of two things: fear of failure 
and fear of success. Expectation 
escalation is when you’re constant- 
ly comparing the work you’re doing 
right now to either peak projects in 
the past or the work of your heroes 
or people you admire. 

How can we be sure to fill our 
heads with what’s going to be truly 
valuable to us? 


I always encourage people to think 
about it like you’re eating your men- 
tal vegetables. It’s not about cut- 
ting out every bit of trash TV or 
tabloid magazines. Structure into 
your life a significant percentage 
of things that maybe you’re not 
thrilled about reading, but you 
know they’re probably going to 


be good for you. Make it about 40 
percent mental vegetables and 30 
percent things that are going to 
be useful to your work, like trade 
magazines or books related to your 
work. Then you have the freedom 
to go watch “Jersey Shore.” 

Does everyone need to be creative 


at times? 

Absolutely. The way I define cre- 
ativity is problem solving. You have 
to come up with ideas and pull 
them together to form solutions. 
If you ask a lot of people if they’re 
creative, they say no. But if you 
ask if they have to solve problems 
every day, everybody would say yes. 
It’s simply a matter of reframing 
what creativity is. Instead of think- 
ing about it as fine art, we need to 
reframe it as problem solving and 
realize that it’s imperative upon all 
of us to be creative. 

Just how important is creativity in 


the business world today? 

The ability to think creatively on 
demand is probably one of the 
most critical skills in the market- 
place today. We’re all being forced 
to deal with increasing amounts of 
information and workloads that are 
becoming more complex. You don’t 
just go to work and crank out wid- 
gets all day; you have to deal with 
a constantly shifting marketplace. 
I believe that the ability to think 
creatively is going to become much 
more important to people who want 
to thrive in a shifting landscape.

Get Your Feet Wet 


A beginner's course 
teaches students the 
basics of watercoLors 

Skills 

A splash of color. A pool of light. A 
sea of negative space. It’s hard to 
describe a painting without using 
a few moist metaphors. This is even 
more appropriate when discussing 
watercolors, which achieve their 
luminosity by mixing H20 with art- 
istry. Arlington Arts Center’s “Water 
Media - Stepping Into Color,” taught 
by Fulbright scholar Jenny Mullins 
Qennymullins.com), teaches aspir- 
ing artists how to get the most out 
of watercolors without drowning 
their canvases. 



THE BASICS: You 

don’t need to be the next 
J.M.W. Turner or Geor- 
gia O’Keeffe to take this 
class. In fact, you don’t 
even need to be familiar 
with these famous watercol- 
or artists. “This is for beginners,” 
assures Penelope Nunes, Arling- 
ton Arts Center’s director of educa- 
tion. “It’s very accessible.” Students 
must purchase their own supplies, 
including a variety of brushes, a

small receptacle for water, several 
water-soluble media and paper (a 
full list is provided upon enroll- 
ment). These materials are 
available at most art sup- 
ply stores or online and 
cost around $40. 

Over the course of 
the four-week program, 
participants will work with 
different water-soluble media, 
including paints, pen and ink, water- 
color crayons, pastels and acrylics. 
“This gives students the opportu- 
nity to test out different options,” 
Nunes says. “And ultimately hone 
in on their media of choice.” 


Perhaps the most important 
skill taught in the class is obser- 
vation. “People are accustomed to 
using their eyes every day,” Nunes 
says. “But when you look at an 
object as an artist, it’s a complete- 
ly different experience.” Getting in 
touch with that viewpoint opens up 
a whole new world of possibility, 
she says. “Students might be able 
to only paint a vase of flowers in 
their first class. But over time, they 
will learn to draw anything.” 

WHAT’S NEXT If fledgling 
watercolorists want to further their 
education, they can enroll in an 
advanced water media class at the 
arts center in the fall. Or they can 
choose to practice alone. “It’s some- 
thing you can do without a huge 
studio,” Nunes says. “You can do it 
at home.” No matter what, partic- 
ipants will have a chance to show 
off their efforts from this class, at 
two exhibits held by the center every 
year featuring student works.

Hemingway was too 
misogynistic to drink anything girly, so 
we must assume that the daiquiri — 
his libation of choice — was the manli- 
est drink available in 1940s Cuba. 

Cuba Libre thus commemorates

of July. Tonight’s is kiwi, Tuesday’s is 
blackberry-cranberry and the rest of 
the month is filled with other fruity 
flavors, like blueberry, rhubarb and 
pineapple. On the 21st, the regular 
weekday Caippy Hour (4:30 p.m. to 
6:30 p.m.) will guest-star $5 Papa 
Doble daiquiris (Hemingway’s signa- 
ture drink), caipirinhas, caipiorskas 
(cachaca and vodka) and sakerinhas 
(cachaca and sake). 

You can also grab the usual $4 
small plates — we recommend the al- 
bondigas (otherwise known as meat- 
balls) and the pineapple guacamole, 
because anything with plantain chips 
is worth your time.

In The Kid,' Sapphire 
continues the saga of 
Precious Jones with

Readers maybe shocked and sad- 
dened by the beginning of Sap- 
phire’s new novel, “The Kid,” the 
sequel to her celebrated 1996 debut 
novel, “Push.” In vivid prose and 
exacting detail, the New York-based 
poet and novel- 
ist describes the 
funeral for Pre- 
cious Jones, the 
young woman 
whose strug- 
gle to overcome 
illiteracy, rape 
and finally AIDS 
made her a hero to readers and to 
fans of the 2009 film adaptation, 
“Precious.” 

“It was to provide some closure,” 
says Sapphire, whose real name 
is Ramona Lofton. “People would 
stop me on the street and ask me 
what happened to her. I’m an art- 
ist in the world and I had created 
this character, and I needed to let 
her rest in peace.” 

“The Kid” — which Sapphire will 
read from Monday at Politics and 
Prose — follows Precious’ orphaned 
son, Abdul Jones, as he languishes 
in the foster system and begins to 
define himself as an artist in New 
York. “I really wanted to explore his 
life and what it means that there’s 
no social network for him,” Sap- 
phire says. “When his mother dies, 
Abdul literally falls.” 

“The Kid” proves to be just as 
dark at times as “Push,” but also

retains that book’s strong under- 
current of hope and belief in the 
redemptive power of self-expres- 
sion.

For its ‘Pooh’ reboot, 
Disney stioks with 
traditional animation 

Film 

Winnie the Pooh made his debut 
nearly 86 years ago. British author 
and pla 3 rwright A.A. Milne wrote 
about the oddly named teddy bear 
in London’s Evening News. Chris- 
topher Robin, Tigger, Eeyore, Pig- 
let, Kanga, Roo, Owl and Rabbit 
were introduced a year later in a 
collection of stories about the toys 


of a little boy that come to life in 
his imagination. 

Pooh was a sensation in Britain 
for decades but didn’t really cross 
the pond until the early 1960s, 
when animation king Walt Disney 
acquired the film rights. Instead 
of making a feature-length film, 
though, Disney strategically decid- 
ed to introduce the willy nilly silly 
old bear to American children in a 
25-minute featurette, “Winnie the 
Pooh and the Honey Tree.” 

The animated short was so suc- 
cessful, the studio followed with
